When, you have been brought up lii 
a. laughter-dappled and antique -filled 
house where seven children ■were 
r^ssd, iloi^B with many dogs, well. 
the eyes and heart occasionally get 
whelmed, from all that elegance and 
pulchiitude. 

Mum and Dad began collecting 
seriously in the mid-lp^Os in 
Vancouver^ Toronto^ Nev/ York> and 
London, Mum was self-taught, but 
had an eye for beautiful things. 

"Jeanme ■was never frig^itened away by a large pncetag," one 
dealer remembers, '''She was discriminating, but she knew 
what she liked." Whether in a shop on Madison Avenue or 
Bond Street, Dad might ask [rhetorically) if they really 
needed another Queen Anne stool or Georgian silver salver, 
ktiowang that wasn't the point. Or he'd wonder, out loud, 
where on eanh they would put the next chest-of-drawers or 
the Queen Anne settee. "Somewhere," was generally Mum's 
cheerful^ noti- coniimttal answer^ offered with her blazing 
smile, "God I icrv it!I" 

Dad was a very patient husband. He was in charge of reining 
Mum in, ot keeping her passionate, intectious atitiijue 
collecting 111 some sort of perspective. Mum relied on hiin 
for that counsel because she rarely saw^ an expensive piece of 
silver, porcelain or tuiiiiture she could live without. She also 
depended - utterly - upon him for the s-hipping details, the 
customs correspondence, and initial queries about, say, 
fourteen George [1 dining room chairs Mum just happened 
to see advertised in Country Life magazine. 

Together they "were a formidable team. And they had so darn 
inucli fun traveling and collecting together, even if it was to 




an antique store m Victoria, which 
got a lot of their trade in the 
beginning. But it was in the l^Sos 
that they began taking yearly trips to 
London in June — a tradition that 
would last for more than four 
decades. It was the same in New 
York, eveiy autumn for fortj'+ years. 
Hitting the Seventh Heginient 
Armory antique fair, opening night, 
with the charming Peter Duchin, 
and the redoubtable Pat Buckley, 

the Vancouver-raised daughter of my graiidtather's business 

partner. 

After Dad died m i.Cf<)^, New York was too painful for 

Mum, too full ot graced memories with Dad. "We were of 

an era and of a titne." she said on our 

last tnp there together.

The Truesdell Collection 



Comjng upon the Truesdell collection 
of silver, Baroque bronzes, Renaissance 
works of art, and Old Master paintings 
is a delightful surprise. The severely 
restrained facade of Jf P:ifit^:^etto, the 
Truesdell house m Baltimore, gives 
little away. But the works of art within 
immediately recall the late nineteenth 
and early twentieth centuries, the 
period when American buyers such as 
J. P. Morgan, Henry Clay Frick and 
Samuel Kress were seeking out great 
works of European arc. 
Connoisseurship was an essential skill 
for building such a collection^ some- 
thing acquired only by spending hours 
examining the objects — an almost 
non-exiBtent luxury in this day and age 
— and a skill that was clearly put to 
use 111 forming this group of silver. 



The ccsllector. Professor Clifford 
Ambrose Truesdell, was himself 
extraordinary' — an enfant (ffnWf in the 
field of mathematics, an expert on 
Baroque music, and an accomplished 
humanities scholar who spoke six 
languages and read classical Greek and 
Latin. His great love of Italy, reflected in 
his fine art collection, "was no doubt 
ent-ivined with the fact that he won all of 
the top Italian awards iti his Beld, and his 
personal papers are now in the Library of 
the University ot Pisa. 
Long after many similar collections have 
been scattered and, having remained off 
the market for more than 40 years, the 
Truesdell Collection presents a 
tremendously e^rcitmg opportunity. 
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The Glories of German Goldsmithing 



The exceptional stilh ot Gerniati goldiimch? are dramacically 
Oil display this May. Far earlier than many other European 
centers, German cities developed goldsmithing guilds that not 
only guaranteed the purity of the gold and silver they 
producedj but trained highly-skilled goldsmiths. Their works 
■ivere sought after throughout Europe. 

Nuremberg was the first German city to dominate the craft: 

the earliest goldsmiths re^scered ch?re in the 14th centmy. 

Cups "were a specialtj', featuring those of every variety, from 

fruit forms to animals. This cup v,-s.s a particularly 

well-loved form and it maintained its popularity from the 

Ijth through the 17th century. 

Augsburg was the next city to claim the mantel as 

Europe's goldsniithmg center. Because of its close 

ties to Italy^ it more readily adopted renaissance 

styles than did Nuremberg, which was deeply rooted 

in the gothic tradition. This spect:acula.r nionteith reflects 

the rise of tliat city as a goldsmithing 

center, and the growing piefeience for the baroque 

architectural style and classical iconography. 

This. cannist'Sr, decorated ivith naturalistic Qowsis, reflects 

the influenc'e of Hollandj a region strengthened by the great 

wealth it amassed in the 17th century. Printed d.esigns 

popularized the style and allowed goldsmiths in towns such 

as Leipzig to adopt the Isitest tashion? and cater to its 

Northern European clientele. 

This exceptionally line tea um iiom. the Northern 
goldsmithing center of Hamburg reflects not only the 
profound influence of antiquity in the early 15th century, 
but the enduring standards of the centuries-old German 
goldsmithing trade.

The meticulously detailed woria of Aguatti and other micromosalc artists were often Incorporat- 
ed into snuffboxes in their ariginal gilt-melal or silver-gilt frames, as here. Alternately, some box 
makers remounted the micromosaic frames so that they were integral to the boxes. For examples 
of both types, see: Charles Truman, The Gilbert CoOection of G old Boxes, 1991.

Nuestfa Sefiora de Atocha, part of the Spanish treasure fleet sunk off 
the Florida Keys in September 1622, was carrying a wealth of wrought 
sliver object as well as silver and gold bullion.

"A remarkably handsame brunette with a very tall, fine figure, raven \(xki, i^-ory teetfi, a cheel< 
like a peach and coral lips," actress Harriot IVlellon caught the attention of the wealthy and elder- 
ly banlter Thomas Coutts. Winen Coutts's first wife died in IS 15, Harriot and Thomas married; 
5he wa5 35 and he wa? 80. Upon his death seven years later, Thomas Coutts bequeathed his 
entire estate, consisting of over £600,000 and his haif-share in Coutts's Bank to Harriot. For her 
second husband, Harriot chose the 9th Duke of 5t. Albans. Although penniiess and twenty-four 
years her junior, the Duke offered Harriot an eievation to the peerage, and this second marriage 
completed Harriot's steady upward climb from actress to Duchess. 

During an age of extravagant parties and eKcessii^efood and drink, Harriot entertained on a regal 
scaie. 5he regulariy hosted 500, 600 and 700 guests at her tjondon residence at Stratton Street, 
Holly Lodge, her viila in Highgate, and St. Albans House in Brighton. Guests might snicl^er at her 
extravagance, but giadty attended her parties. Sir Walter Scott \*Tote "it Is the fashion to attend 
Mrs. Coutts's parties and to abuse her. " Indeed, Harriot's humble origins, her public persona and 
her profuse spending made her a constant target of the press, and she became the subject of 
endless caricatures and pamphlets, such as Xfte S^rer M&no>r^ of Hatriot Pumpk^ . 

Not surprisingly, Harriot commissioned extravagant silver for these fetes, amassing one of the 
more significant silver services of the Regency period. While The Mofning Poit credited the col- 
lection to Thomas Coutts, declaring that "the service of plate [left to Harriot] is said to be the 
mcKt valuable in any of the country." it is clear that it was Harriot, rather than her husband, who 
was the driving force behind this collection, as silver was acquired during both of her marriages 
and her lAidcwhood. 

Harriot's silver collection remained intact ^A'eil after her death in 1837. Careful to safeguard her 
possessions and the memory of Thomas Coutts, she settled her estate upon only one of his 
grandchildren, Angela Burdett-Coutts, When this noted Victorian philanthropist died in 1905, the 
silver remained in storage until sold in successive Christie's sales from 1914 to 1922.

The 1 0th Duke of Hamilton was appointed Ambassador to the Court of 
St, Petersburg in 1806, and this tureen was part of the magnificent ser- 
vice commi55loned for that important diplomatic po5t. Ambassadorial 
silver, ■jvhile issued by tfie Crcwn and engraved with Royal armorials, 
was custom ahly awarded to the diplomat at his retirement as a 
perquisite of office. One of Storr's greatest dinner services, the 
Hamilton Service comprised 27& pieces and weighed a total of 9,513 
oz. Christie's dispersed the entire service belonging to the Late Duke of 
Hamilton in 1919. In additon to the superb quality of this tureen, the 
scroll handle design is one the distinguishing features of the Hamilton 
Service. A pair of triangular vegetable dishes from the service, also with 
scroll handles, sold Christie's, New York, December 16, 2005, lot 7 5. 

Of the 10th Duke, Lord Lamington wrote in Days of Dandies, "Nerer 
was such a magnified, The Ambassador to the Empress Catherine; 
when I knew him he was very old but held himself straight as an 
Grenadier. He was always dressed in a military laced undress coat, 
tights and Hessian boots & c. " Lady Stafford mentions " his great coat, 
his long Queue and Fingers cover'd lA^ith gold Rings." In 1810 he mar- 
ried Susan Euphemia, daughter and heir of renowned collector, William 
Beckford. He served later as Lord High Steward at the coronations of 
William IV and Queen Victoria.

Sir James's ambitious political career was marked by a series of compli- 
cated relationships with England's Prime Ministers. In 1751 , he married 
Lady Mary Stuart (1 740-1 824), daughter of Prime Minister John Stuart, 
3rd Earl of BL(te(1713-1792j. Much to Sir James's disappointment, the 
influence he had gained from the connection to the Stuart family sub- 
sided when George Grenvliie (1712-1770), a W'hig, became Prime 
Minister in 1753. In 1784 Sir James was created Earl of Lcnsdale under 
Prime Minister William Pittthe younger (1759-1606), but threatened to 
withdraw his support from the same eight yean? later, when he was 
denied a Dukedom. 

The Earl was famous for his wealth and power in Northern England, 
declared "perhaps the richest subject that His Majesty has" by the Duke 
of Newcastle. His political tenacity was often an alienating force; 
Horace Walpole described him as "equally unamiable in public and pri- 
vate." He was capable of pleasantries, however, and itwas observed by 
Scottish intellectual James Boswell (1740-1795) that "when he chooses 
to pay a compliment nobody can do It more gracefully"

While the overall inspiration for the design of this tureen is decidedly 
French, the modelling of the figural group on the cover may be attrib- 
uted to the celebrated English sculptor John Fiasman. Flaxman supplied 
designsand models to the potter Josiah Wedgwood in this period and 
also later on to the Royal Goldsmiths Rundell, Bridge & Rundell. The fig- 
ural group on the present tureen is based on an antique Roman cameo 
illustrated in Montfaucon'sl'^nn'truir^ fxpliqu^, a source fora number 
of Flaxman's models. A similar figural gnoup of a putto and a panther, 
also thought to be designed by Flaxman, appears on a tureen by Paul 
Storr of iei 3 (sold Christie's, New York, April 16-17, 1985, lot 498).
